Mcivay, C. K., 
of an oxiuninalinii of Llio country in tlio in- 
terior of tlii.s Province coniiiri.siiiL; tlio val 
leys of the Thoiiipson, and thu North anil 
South Thompson rivers, (J rand I'rairic, 
Spalluincheen and Mission Valleys, Okan- 
.agon, and the countrybetweou Vernon and 
Bound Prairie, Cache Creek, and Nicola 
Volley for the purpose of ascertainiui; 
from .the' geological formation of the 
country the likelihood of obtnitiinj; watur 
for irrigation and domestic purposes by tho 
boring or sinking of artesian wells, has boon 
already re])rodnced in these colunuis. It 
is oiiiinoiitly .satisfactory and oiiL;lir to 
load to action boins; taken at onco.

Yesterday moi'ning at 10 o'clock tho 
provincial court met, but adjourned until 
two o'clock, when the case of mutiny was 
gone into, ~ 

Mr, Thoo, Davie, Q. C, appeared for 
the iirosocutioii and Mr. W. .J. Taylor ap- 
peared for the defense. 

W. Sheridan, sworn — Am inato of the 
ship Silverdftio and know all the prison- 
ers; thoy wore shipped as seamen. On 
the right of tho 2Gth May the men canii? 
aft and were ordered tn heave the 
anchor; thoy refused and said thoy would 
not heave tlie anchor until thoy li.id a 
settloineiit with tho boarding master; we 
locked the iiieii up in tho forecastle and 
signaled to shore for men to raise the 
anchor. Next luoriiiug live men came aft 
and said thoy worked like inou whilst in 
ptirt, but they tvould do no inoro until 
they received a settloment from the 
boarding master. They would remain in 
the'furecastle and abide the issue. The 
oflicei's set the sails at the time the men 
said thoy would not work, although the 
ship was drifting. Tho captain let the 
moil out twice tind told thorn tho sliiji w.as 
drifting on the rocks. On Moud;iy evt!ii- 
ing at 5 o'clock the ship was nearly 
ashoro; the ofiicers let the anchor go; we 
went to the men and asked fur volunteers 
to go to Tatoosh Island; five of tho men 
voluuteerod to go; we stopped at Tatooah 
until next day; the men were at liberty 
on tho duck; we called tho men aft and 
the i^aptaiii olierod the ii^oi .?I00 
•o il to lake tho shin olf; on W iilues- 
day about 2 a. m. 1 asked I lie men 
to heave the anchor; they refused; 
a suutlieaaturly wind was blowing; nothiii'_' 
oueurred until the steamer Biis came 
alongsidei'With men from the.-Bhuro and 
raised the anchor; tho tug Pioneer took 
the ship to Port Angeles. 

Cros3-e.\ainined by Mr. Taylor — Before 
wo weighed anchor tho men said in Port 
Discovery that they had not settled with 
the boarding niastor and the men were 
not cuiupetoiit; did nut hear the captain 
aay that Kelly . should knock any man 
down who left the forecastle'; the men 
were in the forecastle when wo left l'>>rl 
L^iscovery and the door jaininuil on them: 
they were ke))t there until the sliijj h ti; 
did not hear the captain say he would 
starve thorn out; thoy were kept in I lie 
forecastle to see whether they would go to 
work whuii wo went to sea. 

To the court — There were twenty men 
on tho ship; fourteen men were . seamen; 
I did not examine tlie men's disoharges; a 
great many men are shipped without dis- 
charges. 

Andrew Duck — 1 am an able seaman; 
was on the ship with the men; they re 
fused to heave anchor until they received 
a auttleiiient with their bnarding- 
master; the captain ordered the men for- 
ward and told tho officers to lock them in 
the forecastle; the men from shore raised 
the anchor and the tug took the ship to 
Cape Flattery; tho olhcers set a.iil; the 
only work I saw the men do was to volun- 
teer to t;iko a boat to Capo Flattery; the 
ship was a cable's length from shore and 
in a dangerous position; saw the captain 
talking to the men and they returned to 
the forecastle; tho Pioneer took us in tow 
and went to Port Angeles. 

Caiit. Morton (re-called)— Nine of t he 
men had forty dollars advance ami the 
btdance had twenty dollars paid by ad- 
vance notes (notes produced). 

Cross-examined by Mr. Taylor — Did 
not see the money given to the men. 

This ovidence closed the case for the 
pid.secutioii and the. shipping articles were 
liaiidod to the court. 

Mv. Taylor said he had oHered a num- 
ber of objections and he would now "oirer 
another and that was that his honor had 
no jurisdiction in tho case. 

Win. Kelly — Am boatswain of tlieshiii; 
when tho order wa.s passed by me to raise 
anchor, the men rofuaed, because they 
wanted to sottlo with their hoarding 
master ; they also said they could not 
raise anchor with audi a crew which was 
coinposed principally of railw.ay mun ami 
cowboys (laughter). Tho captain told me 
to look the men in the forecastle ; did so 
and battened them in ; the captain's sliij)- 
ping iigent said to three nien, that all 
they had to do was to ait down all day 
and see llio wind blow the shij) ah.ng 
(laughter); ho said also that they could 
play poker idl daj'; the boys ;ire aged 
nineteen and twenty years. Tho captain 
told me to feed them on bread and water; 
when the ship was off Capo Fhitteiy, sin; 
s.iiled along .'ind sidl was made by the 
olliceia ; we anchored near the shore aiui 
till! captain asked tho men to cmiie l"or- 
ward; he otl'ered them §100 to take the 
ship to Slolbourni! ; tlin men went bnfV 
to the forecastle and the captikin tuh) 
them they were a d — n lot of ours ; they 
would not help heave the anchor ; a 
Siwash helped the captain to heave 
up and waa proinisud lifty cents for his 
trouble, but he never got it; tho Biz came 
alongside, but juat before she got there, 
the mate told me to knoclc down the bat- 
tens. 

Mr, iDavie requested that Langan, an- 
other witness for the defense, be sent out 
while ho cross-examined Kelly. The re- 
quest was granted and Mr. Davie then 
l>rocceded to cross-oxiunino tho wilness 
Kelly, who said : Came aboard the sbij; 
with tho captain on tho 23rd; did not go 
ashore again; the men were brought, some 
from Seattle and some from Port Town- 
send; Gnint was shipping agent; heard 
him K.ay tii the three men that all that 
they would have to do would bo to play 
poker all day; after tho men signed the 
articles, tho iigent gave them some drinkK, 
well "[iriined," too; was in town on the 
li.lrd; tiraiit gave the captain §10 for mo, 
but 1 never got it; somo of tho boys wcrs 
pretty well "boozod" when thoy wont on 
l)oard; tliuy wont on board on the 2l!rd; 
it would surjiriao mo to learn that the 
boys wont on the ship on the 2.1tli; do 
not want to bo " pumpod" or " bumped " 
either; will give in to what the 
boya say, bocauso I may bo 
wrong; could not say how many -men 
wore on the ship when 1 got there; think 
tliore were ten, but only iivo were sea- 
men; tho men waited until the tug came 
along.side, about 12 o'clock at night; 
.syinpatliized with the men, as all seainen 
should; was shi()ped as boatswain and got 
ail advance; 1 refuse to say if .1 counselled 
the men or not, as it may cr^niiiiate mu; 
I do say it was unsafe to proceed to sea in 
tho ship. 

To the court — Got 840 advance; was 
boatswain on several ships; joined lliis 
ship al Port Townsond. 

I'll Mr. lJa\'io — Never carry my [laper.-i. 

To i\li'. Taylor- As soon as the men 
knocked ;iiouiid the ship the live seamen 
saw the hoys were not able aeamen. 

.lames Ijangau, sworn, said-- .Joined 
the ship Silverdido about tho 23rd; signed 
as third mate, but was made Noeoiid; 
know that eight of the prisqners are not 
Reanion aa they could i\at go aloft; 
about 11 o'clock at night a tug cnnio along- 
sido and the captain tnld the boatswain 
and watcliman to lock the men up, be- 
ean.so they would not help to heavu the 
anchor; the captain also tidd the watch- 
man to shoot any one that reaistoci; did 
not try to get ashore at Port Angeles, but 
could have done so as the watchma)i was 
asleep. 

To Mr. Taylor — Tliu articles were not 
read over to mo; tho captain said we 
would be paid at Melbourne, and ho also 
said we were to clear at Port Townsond. 

To tho Court— Have been thirty-four 
years at sea and have been mate for about 
twenty-one years; the ship needed about 
sixteen able seamen to sail her; it would 
need at least fourteen able soainun not 
counting the oilicerB; there wore twonty- 



two men all told when wo left Port Dis- 
covery and eight of them had never been 
to sea before, unless as passengers. 

The witness then proceeded to tell 
which wora and which were not seamen, 
and created much amusement. 

M\: Taylor ruiid that thi.s closed the ca-fo 
for the defense and proceeded to address 
the court. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Taylor's re- 
marks, Mr. Davie addressed the court at 
some length. 

After a lengthy address, in which his 
honor expressed the opinion that the men 
should have been tried on their first re- 
fusid at Port Discovery, ho acquitted them 
on the charge of refusing to do duty. 

Two fresh cliargos were entered against 
them-— Olio for conspiring to impede the 
navigation of the ship, and the other for 
refusing to proceed to sea. 

THE SELKIIIK MINING CO. 

The ICcsults of Last Year's Work— Require- 
ments of the Prnient— The Company 
Possessed of Some Flue 
PropertleiJ 

At a meeting of the Selkirk Mining and 
Smelting Co., held on Monday, the old 
beard of directors Wore re-elected. The 
reiioi t submitted to tho directorate by the 
president, Mr. (i. li. Wright, refers first 
to tho construction of trails to their prop- 
erties, some seven miles of which were 
made at a cost of $5,000. Tho sampling 
and ci iisliiiig mill, with attached assay of- 
fice, cost some $7,800. A dwelling for 
the superiiiteiiilent and various other 
buildings wore erected. A number of 
mine i were o|ieiied ii|), but tho Lanark 
pi. ived lo be a coiitiliuiHis ore body, and 
.lb. lilt t«u hundred tons of lu'o was ship- 
pe ! iroin tiiis mine to tiie .Sidby smelting 
works, Sail Francisco, tho average not 
yield at. falie^amoltor being $(>0 per ton. 
Several niiiios of grey copper and galena 
wore also opened up on tho north side of 
the ni'iuntaiii, but it was imposaiblo to 
get the ore out last HUtumu owing l(< the 
early snow fall. .Severtil tons in the dump 
of the Siittou and .Sprague mines would 
aveiiigo fully §J00 to the ton. When the 
Iiannrk mine was shut down iii the fall 
the <u'e body had been [lenetrated so far 
thol the sn|ieriiiteiident estimated the ore 
ill sight ill .^10,000. 

During the winter niuntlia four miners 
were employed running a tunnel in the 
direction of the vein, ninety feet below 
the dump, and in the spring a shaft which 
had been sunk twenty foot was continued 
at an angle of eighty degrees, following a 
true contact vein to the level of this tun- 
nel. Work has been continued since, and 
it is estimated that there is now 30,000 
cubic feet of ore in sight. Of this 1,000 
tons ciiuld be sliippod which, at §05 
per ton prollt, would not S10-t,000. 
The ore body in the upper works ia 
eipjally rich, and in one place is 25 foot 
in width. Besides the amount of ore 
from, whioli mpiiioy cahibo,;^ realized at 
once there are now 500 tons on the dump, 
which will average from S'20 to §40 to tho 
ton. NVIieii a smelter' is erected in the 
lirovince this second grade ore can be 
shipped at a prolit. 

The president illustrates the necessity 
of a wire tramway for carrying tho ore 
from the mine to the railway. This 
ivould need to be !.}• miles in length and 
Would Cost 812,000. Tho cost for pack- 
ing oil mules, as at present, is SIO [ler 
toll, whereas by the tramway it could be 
coiivcvimI t.j the cars for lifty cents per 
ton. A concentrator of 40 or 50 tons 
capacity is also necessary for tieating the 
seciiiil grade lU'o. 

The interim' (.le[>artment has remitted 
dues on timber used and has allowed free 
timber for tho erection of reduction 
\'. i)i ks, for charcoal and for timber for the 
mines. Tliey would reipiire to bo paid 
for timber f.U' other than these purposes. 

The cpiestion of tho owneraliip of the 
niiiiorals being before the privy council is 
referred to. Lfntil a decision is reached 
crown grants cannot be obtained, and 
provincial and Dominion regulations havo 
to be complied with. It is trusted the 
deeisioii u il! bi- ill favor of the province. 

'I hc ; ilial an iigi'eeiiicnt for a smelt- 
ing \'. ' l;s .at. N'aiiconver li.as been ratilied 
by Uie city !ind goverinnoiit is also re- 
ferred 1. 1. The erection of such works 
Would enable the company to at once 
realize on their low gi'udo ores. 

In concluding, the president says tlfat 
consnleriiig the inaccessible character of 
the mines, and the amount of dead work 
iiectfs.sary to reach them, tho richness and 
extent; of the ore bodies developed will 
compare favin'ahly with siniilnr enterprises 
in Idaho, Montana, Colorado, Nevada 
and California. The present season's 
work will. undoubtedly demonstrate that 
the company possess some extremely rich 
mines. 

'i'lie financial Htatenieiil anuo.xed shows 
the capita! p.aid up to be §107,800, the 
allutiiicnt account. -^2,000, and the 
amount received for oie, §12,602.76. 
Various disbursements, including S91,-

A STRANaB DEATH. 

San FiiA.scisco, May 31. — Early hist 
weak a younu farmer, Joseph (jilva, while 
cutting hay in a field nci'.r t)oiiterviile, 
oiicouiitored a rattlesnake whicli lie si.i iii.k 
with his scythe ami KtiiiiiuMl. .S,Iv.-l sup- 
posed ho had killed tliu reptile, and picked 
it up by the tail to cut oil tho rattles. 
Holding tho snake almost at arm's length, 
he hacked at tho cartilage connecting tho 
rattles with tlie tail suvend times wit;hout 
severing it. He then gripped the snake 
by the body and as the knife penetrated 
it, as a last effort, the venoniDus creature 
doubled and struck him mi tlu^ littlo 
finger, burying its fangs dce|i in the 
fiesli. Tho boy shook' tilie siiaku olf, 
and without an instant's hesitation cut the 
finger olf at the middle joint, abovu the 
place whore the reptile's teetli had en- 
tered.
